State Economic Zoologist H. A. Sur­ 
face, L»elieving that the money ex­ 
pended by the state in orchard in­ 
spection and demonstration work, has 
Lirought to the orchardists of the 
state much more in money than the 
state has expended, will ask the Leg 
istature through the state

ment of Agriculture, for $160,000 for 
this work for the coming two years. 
This is double the amount appropri­ 
ated in 1911.
